“Attack Near Pittsburgh.

PITTSBURGH, ‘Penn,

NUGENT iS DPD: 
THUG TACTICS PAIL 


New Jersey Democratic Chair- 
man’s Gang Assaults Committee 
Substitute to Prevent a Quorum. 


WILSON INSULT HIS UNDOING 


Refuses to Take Back “ Liar and ‘In- 
grate” Speech and Vote Against 
Him ie Unanimous:

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 10.—James 
R. Nugert: ‘was deposed as Chairman of 
the State Democratit Committee here this 
afternoon amid ‘riotous scenes, Fourteeii | 
members. of the committee voted unani- 
muusly to declare the chair vacant after 
Mr, Nugent and Charlies H. Gallagher 
of Mercer, his lieutenant, had left the 
mecting and Nugent’s ‘ strong-arm” 
mer. had twice ‘forced: James B. C of 
Cumden, who had a proxy for William 
H. Davis of ‘the same county, from the 
meéting in. order to prevent @ quoruwin 
vote. 

Mr. Craft was just shoved from the 
meeting room the first time. The secorid 
time he was pummeéled and thrown out of 
the room and to the Coleman House 
piazza,: where he was handled roughiy 
until he escaped. Twenty of the Nugent 
men crowded on the piazza, awaiting the 
word of their chief to rush into the meet- 
ing room and break up the session. ‘They 
became so boisterous and threatening 
that appeal was made to Chief of Police 
Wiliam H. Smith for a squad of patrol- 
men. When the police ‘arrived, however, 
Mr. Craft had disappeared, but Senator 
Low of Ocean County. had arrived. to 
make a quorum and the Chairman ‘had’ 
been deposed. 

A successor to Mr. Nugent was not 
named because of the fear of a further 
disturbance. Viee Chairman Wills ab- 
ruptly announced that he would entertain 
a motion for adjournment and the motion 
was quickly made. The committee will 
meet two weeks from to-day at the Hotel 
Sterling in Trenton to elect a Chairman. 
Ddward E. Grosscup of Gloucester County 
probably will succeed Mr. Nugent. 

Mr. Nugent arrived at the Coleman 
House a few minutes before the meeting 
was scheduled to open. He was greeted 
coldly. With him came a score of po- 
litical heelers and followers; who took up 
a belligerent Station on the piagza, near 
the entrance to the meeting room. News- 
paper men and spectators had already 
crowded the meeting room. 

Nugent had been told that Mr. Craft 
was proxy for Mr. Davis, but the Chair- 
man refused to recognize him. Nugent 
insisted he had a letter from Mr. Davis 
in which the latter declared he had depu- 
tized no one to represent him. Murtha 
grasped. Craft by the arm and shoved 
him roughly through the doors, and then 
the Toofi was cleared of all save the 
committvemeén. Including the Chairman, 
there were fifteen members t, .éne 
more than a quorum: Following the roll 
call, Dan Fellowes Piatt of Bergen jumped 
to his feet an@ moved that the office of 
Chairman be declared vacant.

KILLED IN CARRIAGE 
STRUCK BY AN AUTO 


Mrs. Rovner Dead in Prospect 
Park Drive and Her Hus- 
band’s Skull Fractured. 


LITTLE GIRL. UNCONSCIOUS 


Archibald:Jeanette, a Plano Salesman, 
Driving the Car Which Ran Through 
' the Carriage from Behind. 


Policeman McDonald. of the Prospect 
Park: Station, standing at the Circle en- 
tionce to the park at 9 o’clock last night, 
heard a loud crosh, several screams, and 
then a horse, part of its harness’ draz- 
Bing from it, dashed past him jolt into 
the Street. McDonald*ran up the East 
Drive, whence the screams had come. 

He found the wreck of a carriage lying 
in the road, still partly covered by a big 
automobile, vrhich had. smashed into it 
from the rear. On the ground lay a 
man, & won.an, and a little girl, the wo- 
man dead, it proved, and the man and 
child unconscigus. In the car three wo- 
men had fainted. Three men were catry- 
ing the woman end the irijured man and 
child to the roadside. 

McDoriald ran out of the park and sum- 
moned Dr. Best from the Kinga County 
Hospital. The surgeon said the woman 
had been ‘killed instantly, and that the 
man might have a fractured skull. The 
little girl,he said, was only bruised and 
suffering from shock, and under hid min- 
istrations the child recovered her senses. 

She was terribly-frightened, but man- 
aged to tell McDonald that.she was So- 
phie Rovner, 10 years old, of 643 Linden 
Avenue, Flatbtsh: The man was her 
father, Sarnuel Rovner, and the woman, 
whose death was kept from the child, her 
mother. The women occupants of. the 
auto revived quickly.

The hopeful prospect comes just as 
the capital had resigned. itsélf to ‘face 
a seridis famine, Tie“situation yes- 
terday was extremely critical. ’ 

“Mob law reigns in London. The 
strikers are supreme. In all directions 
yesterday they stopped traffic; and in- 
terrupted food suppiiés. 

“The capital finds ttself in’ the posi- 
tion of a blockaded eity within which

LOWER ’PHONE RATES DEC. 1. 


New Interborough Terms in New 
York Agreed To by Company. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 10.—The final or- 
der of reduction in the interborough rates 
of the New York Telephone Company in 
Greater New York was entered by the 
up-State Public Service Commission.

Few Express Stops Downtown 
Feature of One Suggested Plan. 


One of the first suggestions sent to the 
Interborough: Rapid Transit Company in 
answer to thé invitation~for suggestions 
for improvemeént In the service’ contem- 
Plates an eritire reorganization of the rush 
hour’ express service. At present when 
travel is heavy the expresses run on 
about a minute and a half headway with 
the Broadway and the Bronx trains alter- 
nating.

casé allowed. It 1s too clear for doubt 

that if the case now put before the rail- 
Way companies is appealed to the Com- 
mission there will be-a decision as so- 
bering to labor as the rate decision was 
sobering to capital., ; 

The. demand of the railway employé 
for an Increase of wages of-15 per cent. 
is obnoxious to the above arguments, 
but the other demands are contrary to 
public interest. One item is a limita- 
tion of apprentices, with a view to give 
a scarcity value to labor. Another item 
is the abolition of methods of increasing 
efficiency. by premiums and ‘piece work. 
A demand for shorter hours is incon- 
sistént’ with the demand for higher 
wages. There may be sympathetic in- 
terest in the demand for an eight- 
hour day, but it is new better. under- 
stood that this is 4 method of decreas- 
ing production and supply, and a de- 
mand for a sort of holiday at the ex- 
pense of those who pay railway rates, 
and who think that rates are. too high 
already. 

The railway employés know their own 
business,-and it would be idle to offer 
them any advice. If they prefer idle- 
ness to employment, it is their privi- 
lege, and there is none to say: them 
niay, het even the Inter-State Commis- 
It'may not be altogether wasted 
pains, however, to call the attention of 
the hypothetical strikers to the fact that 
Bublic sentiment will support the Com- 
mission rather than the ynions, and that 
disorder for the enforcement of de- 
mands which are not suitable to be 
made or granted will not be borne pa~- 
tiently by’any of the parties concerned 
in the maintenance ef industrial peace 
and prosperity.

“ JUDGMENT 742.” 

Solicitor. @morce P. McCase of the 
Agricultural Department exercises, or, 
until recently, thought he exercised, 
vast deal of power. By the clever 
framing and manipulation of depart- 
mental rules he became the sole judge 

whether cases against manufacturers 
of foods and dispensers of drugs should 
be prosecuted or held in abeyance. 
More than one-fifth of the 2,800 cases 
recommended for prosecution by the 
Bureau of ‘Chemistry since July, 1910, 
have by Solicitor McCane's fiat been 
kept out of. the courts, and the manu- 
facturerg and digpensers, if they were 
guilty, have been “ protected.” It was 
but a short step, to a man who could

from them evidence of violations of 
the law, to alter the court’s decrees.

THE SUBWAY ARGUMENT. 

The argument upon. the legality of 
the contract under which the subways 
have been begun in this borqygh raises 
matters of business discretion which 
any man ‘can judge for himséif: The 
controversy regarding routes and meth- 
ods of finance.was obscured in detafis 
“which the average man wearied of. 
But the argument on. the meéthod of 
committing the city beyond reconsider- 
ation is within the easy comprehension 
of everybody. The lawyers set out 
that the city was spending money on a 
route which was not authorized, to. be 
operated by a company which has not 
been organized, on a contract for con- 
struction which had not been approved, 
on am agreement for operation which 
was. merely a moral obligation, and 
which, ff it were valid in itself other- 
wise, was-open to grave suspicion of 
uncoustitutionality. Wel) Street-at its 
‘Worst néver produced a wilder scheme 
of frenzied finance. 

If the thing were to be done, it: ought 
not to be done in this way, even if the 
lawyers approve it. If there is a moral 
obligation to do anything no irretriev- 
able step sliould be taken until the last 
doubt has been removed by the final 
authorizations and approval of every 
sort. To go half way on a moral obli- 
gation, and trust to muddle through 
any obstacles which may develop, is 
more characteristic of those spending 
tax money than of those spending their 
‘Own. ‘These considerations are all the 


béfore and have fallen on deaf ears, al- 
though the validity of the criticisms 
has been admitted. 

The extraVagant dimensions of the 
tunnel have been abandoned, and the 
folly. of building without assurance of 
an operator has been conceded by find- 
ing an operator who will operate if the 
city will allow profits to him and as- 
sume risks for itself. But the qualified 
amendment in these respects has been 
followed by the making of fresh errors 
which would appall a private capitalist 
if confronted in his own -affairs.- It 
does not in the least trouble those act- 
ing for the city, because from the be- 
ginning their contention has been that 
the fact that the city was acting in 
some way altered everything. It will 
not alter a figure in the balance shect, 
and there is every sign that it will be a 
horror if perpetrated along present 
lines. The lawyers may put common 
sense into the project somehow.
